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cient manner. Devoted colporteurs followed the 
march of the German troops, often on to the 
very field of battle, while the sick in the military 
hospitals were diligently and systematically vis- 
ited. Mr. Davies reported a circulation such as 
no agent of the society had ever before effected 
in a single year, amounting to over a million 
of copies, and the society’s report in describ- 
ing it says: “It is not too much to affirm 
that the chapter of labour now reviewed 
describes probably one of the most important 
works Divine Providence ever intrusted to the 
society. It is without parallel with regard to 
the enormous circulation of Scriptures effected, 
and -without parallel in the eagerness with 
which the word of God has been coveted.” 
Adding the French to the German issues, con- 
siderably more than a million of copies were 
circulated among the soldiers of both armies, at 
a cost to the Bible society of more than £20,000. 
‘At the conclusion of the war Mr. Davies had the 
opportunity, during a long personal interview, of 
giving the emperor of Germany full details of 
this interesting work, and not only did his majesty 
express at the time deep interest in the record 
of the society’s operations, but afterwards ad- 
dressed to Mr. Davies a letter in which he gave 
utterance in a very warm and gratifying manner 
to his feelings of gratitude at witnessing “with 
what zeal and circumspection you, in the ope 
of the society you represent, exerted yourself to 
give to the warriors of the German army, by 
bringing to them the Holy Scriptures, the oppor- 
tunity of strengthening themselves by trust in 
God for the fulfilment_of their calling, and of 
receiving in the hour of suffering the direct con- 
solation of religion.” —-~ 
But the most striking and remarkable result 
of the Franco-German war was witnessed beyond 
the Alps.

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RECENT EUROPEAN WARS AND THE BIBLE SOCIETY.

THE FRANCO-GERMAN WAR OF 1870. 


In the year 1870 the great war between France 
and Germany began, ostensibly caused by the 
proposal to place a member of the house of 
Hohenzollern on the throne of Spain, though 
the real causes no doubt lay deeper, in natural 
jealousies which had long been accumulating the 
inflammable materials for the terrible conflagra- 
tion that at length broke out. “The gathered 
strength of Germany advanced to the Rhine 
with a stern resolution, shared by the whole 
population, to make an end once for all of French 
menaces and invasions.” From the first, disaster 
attended the arms of France, culminating in the 

| catastrophe of Sedan and the surrender of the 
| emperor of the French in person to the king of 
Prussia. The war ended by France losing her 
two fine provinces of Alsace and Lorraine, and 
having to pay a heavy indemnity, while the 
Second Empire was overthrown, and after the 
atrocities of the Commune, a republic was again 
established. ‘ 
On the outbreak of this terrible war the Bible 
society at once took vigorous measures for sup- 
plying the soldiers of both armies with the word 
of God, and in the early part of August M. De 
Pressensé, the society’s agent in France, reported 
that twelve of his best colporteurs were at work 
in the midst of the French army on the frontier ; 
and when the tide of German victory swept 
towards the capital, and the prospect of invest- 
ment became imminent, M. De Pressensé, on 
retiring to Tours, stated that 150,000 copies had 
been circulated in connection with the war prior | 
to his quitting Paris. At the close of the year 
the circulation in France ‘amounted to 472,353 
| copies, mainly among the troops. The society’s

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the dogma of the personal infallibility of. the 
Pope, but how far the reverend fathers possessed 
real liberty of discussion and freedom of speech 
is by no means doubtful among those familiar 
with the proceedings of the various sessions. 
The dogma was passed by a vast majority, as far 
as counting heads was concerned, but had the 
votes been weighed as well as counted the ma- 
jority might have been more than doubtful, for 
while some voted on placet, nearly 150 bishops 
were absent, many of them holding the most 
illustrious sees. Among them was Darboy, the 
archbishop of Paris, who, with many others, 
quitted Rome before the proclamation of the 
dogma, he, alas, “taking his way towards the 
storm-cloud blackening behind the hills, in the 
after-clap of which he alone, of all the host, was 
to find a bloody grave,” for he was afterwards 
shot by the Communists in Paris. The 18th of 
July, on which the pope was to pronounce in 
St. Peter’s the result of the deliberations of the 
council, proved even more unpropitious than the 
previous 8th of December, for a terrible thunder- 
storm on that day broke over Rome, so that it 
was amid.almost preternatural darkness and amid 
the roar and flash of heaven’s dread artillery that, 
with the aid of tapers held by his side, the aged 
pontiff read out to the vast multitude assembled 
in St. Peter’s the monstrous dogma of his own 
infallibility. 

But on that very day the courier left Paris 
for Berlin, carrying France’s declaration of war 
against Germany, which was not only to seal the 
fate of the Second Empire, but also of “its 
pendant and protégé, the papal throne.” In a 
few weeks the French garrison, which had long 
been kept in Rome for the pope’s protection, 
was withdrawn, France having other work for 
her soldiers to do nearer home, now that her 
own territory was being invaded. On September 
12th, the Italian government announced the in- 
tention of claiming Rome for their capital, and 
on the 20th of that month a considerable Italian 
army appeared before the gates of the city. After 
a mere show of resistance the pope yielded, and 
as the troops of the king of Italy entered by the 
Porta Pia, there entered along with the foremost 
of them a colporteur of the Bible society, carry- 
ing the Italian Bible, which has been free in 
Rome ever since. On September 22d, Mr. Bruce, 
the society’s Italian agent, wrote to the secretary 
in London, dating his letter from Rome: “It is 
with no small thankfulness and gratitude to the 
good Lord that I am able to announce to the 
Committee that at last the Bible is in Rome, and 
that four, if not six, of their colporteurs are in 
this city. Having marched with the soldiers from 
beyond the frontier, they entered with a portion 
of them on Tuesday, soon after a breach had 
been made in the walls by General Cadorna. 
The first to get in, and he was determined to be 
the first, was Frandini, who was exiled in 1860, 
and who was keen to see his parents once more 
and to carry the Bible back with him to his 
native city. . . As you may suppose, the 
city is in a state of great excitement. It is ex- 
actly ten years this very day since the Bible was 
openly offered to the Neapolitans in the city of 


“Naples.” 


The writer was in Rome in 1869, and saw the 
cabinet-makers and upholsterers at work pre- 
paring in St. Peter’s the chamber for the council. 
On that occasion the pope, passing him closely 


in the great church, benevolently gave him his | 


blessing, though had he known that the person 
on whom he bestowed it had entered his city 
a few days previously with a number of small 
Italian Scriptures in his pocket, he might have 
given something very different from a blessing. 
In such matters, however, we can hardly expect 
a pope to be infallible. On that occasion the 
writer purchased the cheapest Italian Bible then 
procurable in Rome, in three thick octavo vol- 
umes with notes, and costing, unbound, about 
ten shillings English money. It was very pleasant 
to visit the old city again, shortly after liberty 
was established, to see the Bible society’s depot 
in the Corso with open Bibles lying in the win- 
dow, and to learn that there went forth from that 
depot in the first year of its establishment over 
20,000 copies of the Italian Scriptures, many of 
them being printed in Rome itself. The political 
results of this great war were no doubt very 
marked and important, for as a sagacious writer 
remarked: “It had the important result of shift- 
ing the centre of power from half Catholic, half 
Voltairian, Paris to Protestant Berlin, and it is 
good that the diplomacy of Europe should have 
to account in the first place to a great Protestant 
empire.” 

Seldom, too, has the hand of the Most High 
been more strikingly manifest than in the rapid 
succession and close concatenation of events that 
occurred between December 8th, 1869, and Sep- 
tember 22d, 1870, The holding of the Vatican 
council and the decree of papal infallibility. The 
Franco-German war, in which the power that 
had long upheld the papal throne was defeated 
and crushed. The downfall of the pope’s tem- 
poral power, and the establishment of Rome as 
the capital of united Italy. The immediate en- 
trance of the Bible into Rome, and the establish- 


ment there of the Bible society’s agent, whence, 


as from a centre, he has for twelve years directed 
the work of Bible circulation over the whole of 
Italy. Will any one believe that this close and 
rapid succession of remarkable events was by 
chance? When the thunder was pealing and 
the lightning flashing in Rome on July 18, 1870, 
superstitious zealots were heard to exclaim, “God 
is installing the new Moses on the new Sinai.” 
But wise men said, “Hush! The Lord in his 
own way and in his own time will tell whether 
that is the artillery of an installation or of a 
dethronement.” Surely the answer has not been 
doubtful. : 
RUSSO-TURKISH WAR, 1877. 

The decaying condition of the Turkish empire, 
and the critical state of the “sick man,’ have 
long been a source of disquiet in Europe, and 
the eastern question is ever coming to the front 
and demanding a solution. The oppression of 
the Christian subjects of the Porte, and the rest- 
less ambition of Russia, led to the outbreak of 
war between the two.powers in 1877. Important 
consequences followed, and no thoughtful ob- 
server can fail to have noticed how wonderfully 
the purposes of God are being quietly worked

But striking as were the political results, this 
Russo-Turkish conflict opened fresh doors for 
the Bible society, through which to enter on its 
benign mission Of peace, and on turning to its 
reports we read a further record of “ war-work.” 
As Scriptures for the Russian and Turkish troops 
could be more easily produced in Vienna than in 
Constantinople, Mr. Millard, the society’s agent 
in the former city, carried on a very extensive 
and interesting work among the soldiers of both 
the combatants, and large editions of the Rus- 
sian Bible, which, owing to certain difficulties, 
could not have been printed or circulated in Rus- 
sia itself, were eagerly welcomed by Russian 
officers and soldiers, whom the war had called 
beyond the limits of their own country. From 
the beginning of the campaign, in the spring of 
1877 to its close in January, 1879, there were dis- 
seminated among the troops in Bulgaria and 
Roumania 242,382 copies, while the war issues of 
the St. Petersburg and Odessa agencies amount- 
ed to 236,000 copies, or together nearly half a 
million, at a cost to the society, in books, carri- 
age, and colportage, of £24,000. Nor were the 
sick and wounded in various hospitals over- 
looked, while, on the cessation of the war, an 
impetus was given to Bible circulation all over 
the East, for on the troops returning home, and 
many being disbanded, thousands of Testaments 
and Portions were carried by the men to their 
homes in the interior of Russia, as well as into 
various provinces of the Turkish Empire.

We have completed our brief and imperfect 
survey of the wars and revolutions on the conti- 
nent during recent times, and there is much to 
encourage and strengthen faith. At the same 
time, there is not a little in the present state of 
Europe that may well cause grave anxiety. The 
burden of its armaments is simply crushing; 
for ten millions of men are trained to arms, in- 
volving the enormous annual expenditure of 
568,000,000 sterling, creating widespread distress 
and discontent, leading to wholesale emigration 
to escape from bondage, and to conspiracies and 
assassinations which threaten the foundations of 
society. But the Lord reigneth, and as we have 
seen, can make the wrath of man to praise him, 
as he guides with an unerring hand all things for 
the accomplishment of his own great purposes. 
We may well, therefore, feel assured that in what 
remains to be fulfilled of the sorrowful history 
of thé world’s great conflicts—and the greatest 
are yet to come—the same truth of good educed 
from evil will be as fully and clearly illustrated. 
The process, to our seeming, may be slow, but 
the results are certain, for “the Lord is not slack 
concerning his promises, as some men count 
slackness.” He ever sitteth above the water- 
floods. He remaineth King for ever.

Usually he has from twelve to eighteen 
present. 


EGYPTIAN WAR IN 1882. 


The past year witnessed another short but 
sharp and decisive war, again caused by com- 
plications in the East, and nearly affecting the 
interests and integrity of the dominions of the 
Sultan. While no opinion is here expressed as 
to the policy or otherwise of the recent expe- 
dition to Egypt, we may say that again the Bible 
society anxiously cared for the best interests of 
our brave soldiers, and nearly 15,000 copies were 
distributed among those despatched to the banks 
of the Nile, while again the sick and wounded 
were not forgotten. Though the society’s depot 
in Alexandria was burned down, and Scriptures 
and other property to the value of more than £900 
were destroyed, yet we cannot but anticipate that 
substantial benefits will accrue from the war to 
that interesting ‘country, and that the waning 
of the Mohammedan power and the extension of 
British influence will lead to the establishment 
of religious liberty, and complete toleration for 
Mussulmans who desire to embrace Christianity. 

There are few who have not heard of Miss 
Whateley’s devoted and successful efforts in her 
Christian schools at Cairo; while Dr. Lansing, 
an experienced American missionary long res- 
ident in the Egyptian capital, bore striking testi- 
mony, when in England last year, as to the readi- 
ness of the people to listen to the gospel, and as 
to the prospects of extensive and successful mis- 
sionary work among them, when blessed with 
an enlightened and tolerant rule.

DEAR BROTHER :—The missionaries of the 
European Turkey Mission, now in session in 
their annual meeting, have requested me to ex- 
press their thanks to your Society for the vigor- 
ous manner in which it has co-operated with us 
hitherto in the glorious work of spreading the 
news of salvation in the Balkan Peninsula.

MICRONESIA, 

No work of the Bible Society is more interest- 
ing than that done for the various people of 
Micronesia. One language after another, spoken 
on those islands, has been reduced to writing by 
missionaries, and enriched with a translation of 
some part of the Holy Scriptures, which has 
then been printed with Bible Society funds. The 
following extracts from the journal of Mrs. Pease 
of Kusaie, published in The Pacific, cast some 
light on the difficulties encountered by transla- 
tors in finding suitable terms for Bible truths, 
and on their isolation from the world: 


KUSAIE, CAROLINE ISLANDS, March 5, 1883. 

We are rejoicing in the fact that our usual 
time for drouth and influenza is past, and no 
signs of either have appeared. We are rejoic- 
ing, too, in the discovery of some new and 
important words. One is a word for ‘“‘con- 
science.” In vain has it been sought for in all 
the previous years of mission work, and we had 
almost concluded they were minus the thing 
itself before they had the word of God, but now 
Jeremiah brings it to light when we were not 
expecting it. He says the people of these 
islands knew that polygamy, murder, theft, etc., 
were not right, still they continued to walk in 
them. 

Another is a word for ‘‘reward.” This is even 
more valuable than the other. Nothing but a 
word meaning to ‘‘pay”’ or “give in return” 
has been found before, and some have mistaken 
the teaching of the gospel because of this. The 
new word means “reward,” and not “pay” at 
all. Every new one we find that helps to make 
clearer the way of salvation is more precious 
than a nugget of gold. 

June r2th. Last Friday we closed our school 
year, graduating three of our scholars—two 
young men, Laluky and Thomas; also Likreinna, 
the wife of the latter. During the year, in ad- 
dition to their regular Bible study, our scholars 
have taken up topics, such as the “ Holy Spirit,” 
“Fruits of the Spirit,’’ etc., reciting passages 
on the last day of each term. I am delighted 
with the progress they have made in learning 
to sing by note. They have far exceeded m 
expectations. I hope, however, that they will 
have some new voices given them before they 
sing the “new song” above. 

Very little has occurred to break the monot- 
ony of the year, and yet the weeks never flew 
by more rapidly and pleasantly. aoe

here in China, it was doubly pleasant .to find 
the people so glad to see us. As we entered 
a village some one would shout, “Here is the 
man from the fragrant Sandalwood hills,’’ or 
something of the kind, and people would run 
from all sides to have a look. Of course they 
would sometimes call us “foreign devils.’ But 
then one gets used to that here. We were into 
the homes of the people, and had a capital 
opportunity of talking with them. The country 
seems most fertile, but the population is im- 
mense and has to overflow, as we see, into other 
countries. We visited the homes of some of 
our well-to-do Honolulu merchants, whose fam- 
ilies are here, and were most courteously re- 
ceived. Altogether it was a “red letter day” in 
my travels in China. 


LIGHT IN THE DARKNESS. 

During this same day’s excursion we saw two 
Hawaiian women who are living here, married 
to Chinese. They were delighted to see me, 
and I was equally glad to say ‘‘aloha” to them. 
One of them spoke English excellently, which 
she said she had learned in a Honolulu school. 
They both were dressed in Chinese fashion and 
looked well and healthy, and told me that their 
husbands were kind to them. But one especially 
longed to get back to the islands. She comes 
from Kau, where she said she was a member 
of the church. I was very much touched with 
a little incident which occurred during our visit 
in the village where she is living. I heard there 
was one Hawaiian woman there.and sent for her 
to come and see me. We had a little talk in 
the street, and I was preparing to say “good- 
bye” and go on my way, when she asked me 
if my friend and I would be willing to go to 
her house and offer a prayer. I need scarcely 
say that we readily complied. We were fol- 
lowed by a crowd of curious Chinese—who 
must have wondered at it all. The woman took 
down a large Hawaiian Bible, which she had 
brought with her across the ocean, and read in 
her own musical Hawaiian language part of the 
fourteenth chapter of the Gospel of John, while 
tears gathered in her eyes, and I felt something 
of the same kind coming into mine as I listened 
to her. Then Mr. Noyes offered a prayer in 
Chinese and I followed in Hawaiian, and as we 
finished a Chinaman, her husband, who had just 
come, repeated the Lord’s Prayer in English, to 
our great surprise. 

May we not hope that He whose ear is ever 
open to the supplications of His children will 
hear our prayer and bless this woman in the 
land of her exile? I felt that the seed sown in 
Hawaii was bringing forth fruit in this distant 
heathen land. Here in the midst of heathen 
darkness, and surrounded on every side by 
evidences of idolatrous worship, she, whose 
ancestors were pagans in another land, acknowl- 
edged the true God.

__GHINA, 


The American Board has received a telegram, 
dated Hongkong, June 21st, announcing the loss 
of the Morning Sfar on the island of Kusaie, 
at some date not given. Providentially there 
was no loss of life, and another vessel will be 
dispatched from Honolulu to carry the supplies 
on which the missionaries are dependent for 
their support. The Morning Star, in 1883, took 
out as part of her valuable cargo 300 Kusaien 
Gospels, 998 Ponape Scriptures, and 836 Gilbert 
Islands New Testaments; and there are now 
at Honolulu, waiting to be dispatched to Micro- 
nesia, a thousand Testaments in Mortlock, and 
a thousand in the Gilbert Islands language.

HAWATIANS IN CHINA, 


The Rev. F. W. Damon, of Honolulu, who has. 
been visiting Canton, tells the following incidents 
illustrating his experiences while on a trip to 
the province of Heang Shean, a fertile and 
populous region south of Canton and border- 
ing on the ocean: 


AN INTERESTING WALK. 


One long day’s walk of many miles enabled 
us to pass through village after village, from 
which people have gone out to the Hawaiian 
Islands or other parts of the world. It was 
very strange every now and then to have a man 
look up from his work in the field, or run out 
from a shop to greet us in English or Hawaiian, 
and to ask us where we were going. Many 
new homes at different points had been built 
by these returned labourers, who had earned 
enough abroad to give their family thus a decent 
home. The dwellings are all of one story, with 
a main room in the centre where the family all 
gather, and side rooms where they sleep. There 
is very little that is attractive about these vil- 
lages, and you wonder sometimes how human 
beings can live as some do here. Those who 
go abroad get many ideas, which in time can- 
not fail to be felt here. Our way lay through 
great rice districts with distant glimpses of hill 
and woodland, and at one time we sighted the 
open sea along the coast. I was touched by 
the cordiality of the reception which those 
returned from the islands gave me. ;

‘EXTRACTS FROM THE DIARY OF MR. J. WARE, SHANGHAT. 


Jan. rs, 1884. To-day I went into the Chinese _ 
city and sold several books to Poowle in the tea 
a steamer about 
to leave for Hongkong. There were a number 
of Cantonese passengers on board, who spoke 
very roughly to me on my arrival and made fun 
of my- books, but on my leaving bought several 

Gospels, probably to make up for their rudeness. _ 
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Sth. The first thing that caught my eye on 
boarding the steamer Fei-Yuen was a man 
reading the New Testament from the rack. He 
had read the first two chapters of Matthew’s 
Gospel, and was reading about John preaching 
the baptism of repentance. He asked very in- 
teresting questions on this subject, as to who John 
was, the nature of the repentance, and so forth. 

oth. Sold a New Testament to some educated 
Chinese ladies on the Ningpo steamer. In a 
tea-shop had a conversation with some men 
who had attended service occasionally at the 
different chapels in Shanghai, but who could not 
yet see much difference between Chinese and 
foreign gods. Met two men on the Honkow 
steamer who had a copy of the Gospel of Mark 
with them that they had bought some time pre- 
viously at Hongkong. They had it out to read, 
and were taking it with them up the “ River.” 

roth. After selling books on the Fei-Yuen I 
saw alongside the wharf another small steamer, 
which I supposed was also a passenger boat. 
I accordingly went on board expecting to sell 
some books, but was told by a Chinese officer, 
“This ship b’long madalin, no b’long passager, 
all no wanche book, can go another steamer.’’ 
I felt rather taken down but had to leave, to 
the amusement of a lot of Chinese. 

Several times lately I have met, on different 
steamers, a man who said he was very anxious 
about his soul, and that he had heard of Jesus 
and had a great desire to join His people. I 
got him to attend chapel twice, after which he 
said he was in great pecuniary distress, and 
that he had come all the way from Sz-Chuen in 
the west to Shanghai to seek a relative, who 
had promised to help him in business. Going 
on board this evening, as usual, a hawker came 
up to me and said there was a.friend of mine 
at the other end of the ship who wanted to see 
me. I went, and there I found my -“friend”’ 
—the man who was so anxious about his soul— 
tied by his queue to a beam. He had been 
caught in the act of stealing a large quantity 
of clothes. It appears that he had been in the 
habit of prowling around for this purpose. 

Our books in the racks of passenger steamers 
have always been well read since they were first 
placed on board, but Iam glad to find that the 
passengers seem to be taking an increased 
interest in them. Very seldom do I go on board 
pee finding one or more persons reading 
them. 

15th. To-day I left Shanghai for a short jour- 
ney into the country. By three o’clock we had 
arrived at the small and poor village of Ong-djan, 
where I sold several Gospels. Among my cus- 
tomers were a number of farmers who bought 
books for their boys at school. Our next place 
was Chih-pau, but being late I only sold ten 
books. A shopkeeper showed me a book he 
had bought from me last year. 

z6th. Arrived at Sz-Ching, a very busy place, 
-containing a Roman Catholic Church which has 
a large number of converts, whose children are 
to be seen wearing crosses around their necks. 
Here I was received very kindly by the inhabit- 
ants, who Dougal pret ‘ibeclis of my books. 

2zst. Sung ong, a large fu city, about forty 
miles west from Shanghai. I have been here 
now four working days and find that I have 
sold 625 books. This is about the busies ci 
I have as yet visited. One street outside t 
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west gate, fully a mile long, is thronged from | 2,207 volumes. 
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morning till night with people from the sur- 
rounding country. I am sorry to find that there 
are a large number of opium shops, all of the 
most degraded kind and generally filled with 
beggars, coolies, and the like, among whom 
they seem to do a thriving trade. In each of 
them I sold a few Gospels, although generally 
their occupants were too much fascinated with 
their pipes to pay me much attention. 

My customers were for the most part from the 
lower and middle classes of society. Of course 
I sold several books to people who occupy high 
positions in life, although generally on my ask- 
ing them to look at the books they would tell 
me the most deliberate untruths ; such as, “We 
do not understand Chinese characters,”’ or ‘‘ We 
have never been to school.’? At one time I was 
selling books in an open space at five cash each, 
when a gentleman dressed in furs and silks came 
up, and after staring at me for a long time said, 
“T will give you one cash for five books.” I 
answered very politely that I was afraid he could 
not aftord to spend so large an amount of money 
at one time. At this the people set up a roar of 
laughter, and he, after having giving me a very 
savage look, went away muttering something 
about “foreign devils.” I sold quite a number 
of books to Tauist and Buddhist priests, who are 
as a rule intelligent and always very polite. 

The populace are a little excited about the 
troubles that exist between France and China, 
and every time that I have entered into conver- 
sation with any of them they have brought that 
subject to the front. The soldiers are the worst, 
until they find I am not a Roman Catholic. On 
one occasion, while standing inside the city 
gates, I was surrounded by several of them, all 
more or less the worse for wine. They began 
stealing my books, and talking about “T’ien 
Chi Tang” (Roman Catholic) and French, until 
at length, thinking they were about to create a 
disturbance, I shut up my bag and stepping 
aside told them that I was neither Roman 
Catholic nor French. At this they changed their 
conduct toward me, and said that we were the 


best of friends, but did not return the books © 


which they had taken. 

jist. Since my return from the country I have 
been working about Shanghai in company with 
Mr. J. Aminoff. Besides having visited several 
steamers, opium, and tea shops, we have spent 
several hours in the city by the “Temple of the 
City God,” and the Chinese new~year holidays 
having commenced we have had-some very good 
sales, as the people for miles around flock to 
this temple to worship. One afternoon we sold 
120 books. Close to the temple are some open 
spaces used by jugglers, travelling comedians, 
and given up in fact for all kinds of amusements. 
Here one afternoon we were selling books, Mr. 
Aminoff in one place and I in another, each 
surrounded by a very good crowd of people, 
when an acrobat and juggler of the lowest ‘pos- 
sible order, a very repulsive looking being, - 
covered in filth and rags, came into my crowd 
and very politely asked me to leave, as he 
wanted to perform. I could do nothing but 
retire, to the amusement of the crowd. I sus-

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CHINA. 
A VISIT TO THE CITY OF YANGCHOW, 
PROTHEROR. 


This city is on the west bank of the Grand 
Canal, north of Chukiang, on the Yangtze River. 
On the east side of the canal I saw some 28,000 
people who had become homeless and destitute, 
by reason of some floods resulting from an over- 
flow of the Yellow River. These refugees had 
come to this city hoping to get relief. On the 
morning of Jan. 22d I spent some time among 
these refugees, and was glad to find their con- 
dition better than I expected. Enquiries were 
made as to the mortality among them, during 
the month they had spent there: the total deaths 
from all causes were one hundred, but none had 
died from starvation. This shows that the method 
of distributing relief, by the native relief staff, 
was good. 

The remaining days of the month were spent 
in various parts of the city. Wherever I had 
opportunity I é¢ndeavoured to dispose of Scrip- 
tures in the crowded tea shops and pawn shops. 
On Saturday the 26th the streets of the city pre- 
sented a pretty busy scene; the shops were nicely 
decorated, and the people of the city and vil- 
lages were there purchasing for their new year’s 
celebrations. In the midst of this cheerful scene 
I remained some time. Some answers given me 
for not purchasing books amused me. Said one, 
“JT shall have no time during the holidays for 
reading books.’’ I suggested the shops would 
then be closed, business all be stopped; this 
would afiord him an excellent opportunity for 
reading. The answer quickly given was, “The 
shops may be closed, I shall then want the time 
for sightseeing.” Monday the 28th was the first 
day of the Chinese new year. The last night of 
the old year young and old may be seen post- 
ing mottoes over their doors, after which all are 
on watch for the moon, whose appearance is 
greeted with fireworks and sounds of Chinese 
instrumental music, that we westerners have not 
yet learned to appreciate. 

The streets on new year’s day present a 
deserted appearance. Hoping to dispose of 
some Gospels I took my stand near one of the 
official residences, where I met a few mandarins, 
dressed in silks of various colours, who were 
hastening to congratulate their superiors. A 
few people gathered round me, to whom I ex- 
plained the kinds of books I had, after which 
ten persons bought Gospels. 

The following morning I visited some temples. 
One of them, the finest I have seen, presented 
a pretty sight. I crossed several courtyards 
and entered the chief building, which consisted 
of several stories. The ground floor, an oblong 
hall, as is usual at these festive seasons, was 
richly decorated; in the centre was a wet 
carved gilt throne; before this was hung ric 
red and blue silk curtains, beautifully worked

was the chief idol of the temple, which had 
recently been gilded with good effect. On either 
side of the hall were a dozen or more idols, 
all of which were deified warriors. 


all of which were finely carved and well gild 
| These were arranged in rows from one side 
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in flowers of various designs; upon the throne: 


Upstairs a 
wonderful sight presented itself. I was not so 
‘much attracted by the central figure as by the 
ceiling and two chambers in the further corners 
of the room. The ceiling was lined with thou- 
sands of very small idols some six inches one 


of; 
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the room to the other. The effect was grand. 
In this and other temples I sold Scriptures. 
The eight days I spent in this city my sales 
were five hundred and twenty-nine Gospels, and 
nine New Testaments. 


THE CURATE OF BELGRANO AND THE BIBLE COL- 
PORTEUR, 


One of our Bible colporteurs, who never loses 
an opportunity to propagate the gospel, recently 
visited Belgrano. Soon after reaching that town, 
he happened to meet the curate as he was walk- 
ing to and fro in front of the church, and offered 
him the Bible. Glancing at the books, the curate 
said, “ But, sir, these books ought to be distrib- 
uted gratts, for the societies from which they 
come spend many millions to propagate them 
with no other object than that of making war on 
the holy Catholic Church.”’ 

Our colporteur, who, though no doctor of divin- 
ity, is a sincere believer, replied: “Sir, these 
books contain the words of Jesus Christ, who 
told-his disciples to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” “I have 
the Bible that. you sell,” said the curate, “‘but I 
am authorized to read it; and it is my duty to 
tell you that rather than follow so vile an occu- 
pation, you ought to take a spade and dig the 
ground.” “Ever since I knew the truth,” replied 
the colporteur, “it has been in my estimation a 
noble work to go with the gospel and from its 
open leaves offer comfort to the sick and hope 
to the dying. When the Holy Spirit dwells ina 
man’s heart, and he experiences the peace of 
God, he cannot but let his light shine. I was 
brought up in your religion from my infancy, and 
now as you see my head is almost white. I used 
to confess with all the sincerity of a devotee and 
believed all the ceremonies of your church, but 
never did I feel my heart electrified with the fire 
of divine love or know the peace which this book 
has taught me to find in Jesus Christ. To-day I 
give thanks to God that I find myself a new man 
and know that my sins are pardoned, and I find 
my greatest pleasure in seeking to do good to 
my fellow-creatures.”’ ‘‘ How can you say that 
your sins are pardoned? No one can tell that,” 
said the curate. ‘‘What I can say in respect to 
my present salvation is just what St. Peter said, 
that humble disciple of the Lord, whom you re- 
gard as the head of your Church.” 

The curate could stand no more, so he with- 
drew professing great lamentation at the loss of 
so sincere a soul as that of our colporteur.

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MISSOURI. 

Three ecclesiastical bodies have met in St. 
Louis during the past month. The Fourth Dis- 
trict Conference of the German Evangelical 
Synod, with all its branches, is in full harmony 
with the American Bible Society and make lib- 
eral collections each year. 

The General Assembly of the United Presby- 
terian Church has just closed its sessions here. 
All the discussions showed a marked ability of 
the delegates, and it was cheering to see the 
unity touching the Bible and its distribution. 

During the month I visited the Green County 
Bible Society, 240 miles from St. Louis, also the 
Howell County Bible Society, 350 miles distant. 
We have canvassed both counties and made a 
large Bible distribution. 


NEBRASKA, COLORADO, AND WYOMING. 


My work for the past month, and in fact for 
three months past, has been among the poorer 
of the auxiliaries of this district, I think there 
is not a single Presbyterian or Congregational 
Church in the counties visited during these 
months that is not dependent upon mission 
boards. 

I spent the first Sunday with Dixon County 
Bible Society. Preached for the Presbyterian 
Church in the morning, and addressed the County 
Bible society in the evening. Collections for the 
Bible cause, $26 93. This is a frontier county 
and entirely a mission field. 

The third Sunday was spent with the Polk 
County Bible Society. This was its first public 
meeting since its organization. All the churches 
united and the Methodist Church (the largest in 
the village) was packed. Your Superintendent 
delivered the address, besides preaching in the 
Congregational Church in the morning. Out of 
their poverty these people contributed $19 64, 
besides an unpaid aber and one pastor 
promised me $25 for his church on my return 
next year. 


NORTH AND SOUTH CAROLINA. 

The first anniversary attended was that of the 
Guilford County, N. C., auxiliary, held in Greens- 
boro on Sunday night, May 4th, where I delivered 
the annual address. It was well attended by an 
interested audience, and the outlook of this ex- 
cellent society was more favourable than it was 
a year ago. . 

The old Salem, N. tt Bible Association, whose 
field is Forsyth County, held its annual meeting 
on the night of the r1th of May, in Brown’s Hall, 
Winston, no church of the town being large 
enough to hold the audience. The exercises 
excited a eet interest in the large assembly, 
and the four brief addresses. were listened to 
with marked attention, and notwithstanding pre- 
vious collections, the sum of $33 was realized. 
The society is now able to resume and finish the 
canvass of its field, 


OREGON AND WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 


During the month I visited the annual confer- 
ence of the Evangelical Association at Corvallis, 
Oregon, and by invitation addressed the confer- 
ence on the Bible cause.

THE BIBLE SOCIETY OF MAINE. 


The Bible Society of Maine is among the oldest 
organizations of the kind in the country. On the 
12th of September, 1809, this society held its first 
regular meeting in the First Parish Church, Port- 
land. In the year 1816 (seven years later) the 
American Bible Society of New York was insti- 
tuted, and in October of that year, this society 
voted to become auxiliary to the National Society, 
which relation has continued to the present time. 
A board of trustees are annually appointed to 
manage the funds of the corporation, to procure 
Bibles for distribution, to solicit aid for the insti- 
tution, and generally do whatever they think best 
to carry its designs into effect. eas 

In presenting this, their seventy-fourth annual 
report, the trustees desire to express their grat- 
itude to God for the many tokens of his favour, 
not only for the past year, but for the history 
which furnishes abundant evidence that the word 
of the Lord liveth and abideth for ever. The 
beneficial influences upon those who have re- 
ceived the Bible and adopted its principles are 
visible and abiding. 

Reviewing the operations of this society for the 
past year, we are encouraged by the fact that 
progress is evident in every department of effort. 
Our superintendent writes that he is confident 
that the Bible never received greater reverence 
from the masses than at the present time. Love 
for and faith in the word of God is increasing. 
He says: ‘‘I speak from personal knowledge and 
observation, when I say, that the Bible has a 
greater place in the hearts of the people than 
ever before. During no time in the past ten 


years of service in the different New England | 


States have I received a more cordial welcome 
by the pastors of all denominations than the 
present year.” 
_ The society has canvassed nineteen cities and 
towns since the last annual meeting ; 7,642 fami- 
lies have been visited; families found without 
the Bible, 325; supplied, 325; volumes sold and

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are over one hundred American families, there 
is not a clergyman, physician, church, or chapel. 
One women in this town who has eleven children 
at home, stated she never possessed a bible, liv- 
ing fifteen miles from where a book of any kind 
could be purchased. In many such homes in 
our State where no preacher has found an oppor- 
tunity of calling has the Bible been received with 


joy. The future alone can reveal the sum total 


of good accomplished by the distribution of the 
Bible in our cities and distant plantations. 

Our superintendent, Mr. E. B. Stilson, in closing 
his report for the year is pleased to say, “that 
the ofticers of the society have reason to rejoice 
over the history of their organization. The re- 
sults of the work during the past seventy-four 
years to distribute the word of God and supply 
the destitute of our State, indicate that it has 
been loyal to the high trust committed to it. 
The magnitude of the work done, the economy 
with which its operations have been conducted, 
need no comment. It is to me (he says) a blessed 
thought that back of me stands an honoured 
board of clergymen and laymen representing 
many denominations, earnestly and harmoniously 
uniting in scattering over our State ‘the leaves 
that are for the healing of the nations.’ To these 
gentlemen your superintendent desires to ac- 
knowledge his obligations. On their council he 
has constantly relied, and without their unwearied, 
disinterested, and unrequited aid, he should not 
have accomplished the work of the year, and 
invoking God’s blessing and the earnest co-oper- 
ation of all the officers of the society for the in- 
coming year I enter upon the work with great 
hope for the future.” 

It is a source of great satisfaction to the board 
of trustees and others who are interested in sup- 
plying the needy with the Bible that they have 
been able to obtain and retain the-services of 
so faithful and efficient a labourer as is found in 
the person.of Mr. E. B. Stilson. His services for 
the years past, fully satisfy our most sanguine 
hopes and expectations for blessings to attend 
future work of the society. 

With the co-operation of all friends of the 
society in this good work, may we not hope that 
the word of God will soon have free course and

A SCENE WITNESSED BY THE REVEREND GENTLE- 
MAN SIXTY YEARS AGO REVIVED.—SKETCH OF 
THE FIRST PRESIDENT OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE 
SOCIETY.—JOHN SUMMERFIELD. 


It is customary at the annual meetings of the 
Orange County Bible Society for the president 
to make a brief address after the other speakers 
are through, partly by way of returning the greet- 
ings brought by delegates from other societies, 


and partly by way of encouraging the friends of 


the Bible cause in prosecuting their work. The 
remarks of the Rev. Dr. Snodgrass on such occa- 
sions are always exceedingly happy and interest- 
ing. In discharging this duty at the late meeting 
at Goshen, he spoke in substance as follows: 

“TJ have been thinking since I have been sitting 
here, of a scene witnessed by me over sixty years 
ago, at the anniversary of the American Bible 
Society held in the old City Hotel in New York. 
It was at the time when the Rev. John Summer- 
field, the young and eloquent Methodist preacher 
from England, was present, having just arrived 
in this country, and this being his first appearance 
before the public. The venerable Elias Boudinot, 
the first President of the Society, was in the chair, 
far advanced in years, while DeWitt Clinton and 
other distinguished men in State and church, 
were present. In the course of the exercises Mr. 
Boudinot was compelled, by reason of his age 
and infirmities, to withdraw from the meeting. 
Having called DeWitt ‘Clinton to the chair, he 
passed slowly out of the room, leaning upon the 
arm of General Varick, who was afterwards Pres- 
ident of the American Bible Society, while the 
whole congregation looked on with deep emotion. 

“Upon rising to address the people, Mr. Sum- 
merfield referred to the scene presented by the 
retiring President leaning for support upon 
another, likening it to Jacob going down into 

Egypt, not knowing what should befall him, or 
| whether he should ever come up again, but rely- 
ing for his encouragement and support upon the 
| word of the Lord, ‘I will go with thee.’ As he 
| thus s 
tears. Men and women all over the vast room 
wept freely. The fountains of sympathy and 
feeling were moved as I have never seen them 


: ie 
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ke the entire audience were melted into | 


before or since. The whole scene is as’ 
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fresh in my mind to-day as though it were but 
yesterday when it occurred.” 

As Dr. Snodgrass thus spoke, his own appear- 
ance, having just recovered from a serious illness, 
and his advanced age, being now in his eighty- 
eighth year, led those present to make a personal 
application of the scene presented to himself, 
and to send up the earnest prayer that the same 
Almighty arm that has so wonderfully upheld 
him during’ his long and eventful pilgrimage, 
would still be round about and underneath him 
to the end. 

“Mr. Summerfield then went on,” Dr. Snodgrass 
remarked, “ to speak of the boast of Voltaire, that 
he had destroyed Christianity, that he had cut 
down the tree planted by the priests, and that 
the Christian religion would not live to see the 
close of the nineteenth century. ‘Yes,’ said he, 
‘you may cut down the tree, but there is hope of 
a tree that if it be cut down it will sprout again, 
and that the tender branch thereof will not cease ; 
yea, that it will bud and bring forth boughs like 
a plant. What are our Sunday schools, our tract 
and Bible societies, our home and foreign mis- 
sionary associations, and our various benevolent 
institutions but the sproutings of the tree that 
you have tried to kill, but which will not die?’ d 
*« And now,” said Dr. Snodgrass, “coming down 
toward the close of the nineteenth century, what 
do we see but this same tree more vigorous and 
flourishing than ever, its branches spreading far 
and wide, reaching out to the ends of the earth, 
and its leaves the healing of the nations. We see 
this same old Bible translated into nearly 300 
languages and dialects, and circulated among 
every nation and kindred and tongue and people. 
It regulates human life and conduct wherever it 
goes, and moulds the laws. and institutions of 
government, and so it will continue to do unto 
the end of time. Cut down the tree of Chris- 
tianity? You may as well try to stop the sun in 
its course inthe heavens, or to arrest the waters 
in their leap over Niagara. Nay, He that sitteth 
in the heavens shall laugh at the impotent mad- 
ness of all such efforts. The Lord shall have 
them in derision.”’—S. W. Midis.

Grants of books were made for benevolent 
distribution in the United States and in foreign 
lands to the value of about $4,800, and also

Ten auxiliary societies were recognized, viz. : 
three in Mississippi, two in Dakota, and one in 
each of the States of Alabama, Georgia, Illinois, 
Nebraska, and Tennessee. 

The total receipts for June were $47,231 17.
